MRS. BARTHOLIN 
DEAD; BODY HID 
IN THE CELLAR 


South Side Mystery Develops 
Into a Double Murder, 
Mother and Fiancee 
Being Victims. 


SLEEPS IN DEATH HOUSE. 


Police: Learn That. the Missing 
Son Was in Calumet Av- 
enue Residence Last 
Tuesday. 


The second startling climax in the south 
side murder mystery was reached yesterday 
evening when the body of Mrs. Annie Barth- 
olin was found buried in the basement of her 
residence, 4310 Calumet avenue. 

She had been choken to death, physicians 
say, presumably by her son, William Bar- 
tholin, who also is suspected of haying mur- 
dered his fiancée, Miss Minnie Mitchell, 
whose body was found on a vacant lot at 
Seventy-fourth and State streets on Thurs- 
day evening. 

Coincident with the finding of Mrs. Bar- 
tholin’e body the police redoubled their ef- 
forts to arrest the missing son. They have 
evidence that he slept in the Calumet avenue 
house of death as recently as last Tuesday 
night, a month after his mother was mur- 
dered and six days after he is supposed to 
have killed Miss Mitchell. 

Calls for Bartholin’s Arrest. 

Believing him guilty the following was 
sent out late at night: 

“‘ Arrest for murder William Bartholin, 30 
years old, 5 feet 10 inches tall, medium build, 
weight 160 pounds, high cheek bones, large 
black sunken eyes, brown hair, smooth face, 
large nose, inclined to be Roman; large 
mouth, thin lips, wore dark cutaway coat 
and dark pants, no vest, light fedora hat or 
imitation Panama hat. If found notify this 
station. NICHOLAS Hunt, 

** Police inspector.’’ 
Degenéracy a Clew. 

Oscar Thompson, who lived with the Rar 
tholins for almost twenty years, is consid- 
ered the most valuable witness who has come 
to the notice of the police in advancing the 
motives for the accused man’s crimes. While 
‘his father was living young Bartholin ex- 
hibited signs of temporary insanity and the 
characteristics of a degenerate. 

Once before, 
_ Statement, Bartholin attempted to choke a 
' girl to death in his own house; he attempted 
suicide by drinking a poisonous mixture; and 
more than once he was little short of a 
maniac under a doctor's care. 

To a certain extent, the investigators 
formed the opinion that the missing man’s 
morbid: nature was hereditary, as it was 
learned that his father, an old soldier, ended 
his life by shooting himself. 


Thompson Held in Custody. 
Thompson himself was subjected to a 


searching examination and will be detained 


by the police until after the inquest. After 
an exhaustive study of the case Inspector 
Hunt inclines to the view that both Mrs. 
Bartholin and Miss Mitchell were murdered 


in the Calumet avenue house, and believes 


that Thompson may know more of the crimes 
than he cares to tell. 

Chief O'Neill, on the other hand, is satis- 
fied that Thompson has no guilty knowledge 
of the murders. 

The fact that Thompson is a driver bt a 
laundry wagon seems significant to Inspector 
Hunt. He believes that the body of Miss 
Mitchell was taken to the vacant lot at 
Seventy-fourth street by two men, and that 
a light wagon was used to haul the body. 


Reporters Find the Body. 

Mrs. Bartholin’s body was found at 5:30 
o’clock by reporters from three morning 
newspapers. The police had searched the 
house and the basement in the morning, but 
had found no more than the dead body of a 
dog, which was buried near the west end of 
the basement. From the condition of the 
carcass it seemed likely the dog had been 
buried as an experiment to discover what 
the effect of quicklime would be upon it. 
After finding the dog the police abandoned 
the search, leaving Patroiman Phil Maguire 
of the Fiftieth street station on guard. 

At 8 o'clock the searchers, after repeated 
attempts to reach Inspector Nicholas Hunt, 
obtained permission to make an exhaustive 
examination of the premises. They began on 
the first floor and went through all the 
bureaus and closets, tore out partitions and 
sounded the walls. Two pairs of gold bowed 
spectacles found in the room occupied by 
Mrs. Bartholin convinced the investigators 
the woman had not willingly left the house 
unless she had still another pair available. 


Find Stains of Blood, 

On the lounge a sofa pillow, the corners 
covered with blood stains, was found. Not 
far away a handkerchief, also covered with 
stains, was found. The appearance of the 
handkerchief indicated that some person had 
grasped it hurriedly and wiped his or her 
fingers on it. The lace curtains had dark 
spots on them resembling blood stains. 

After completing their work on the upper 
floors the searchers descended to the base- 
ment and began a systematic inspection. The 
basement of the building extends its full 
‘length and is about fifty feet long. It is filled 
with rubbish, trunks, boxes, rugs, pieces of 
carpet, and piles of ashes and sand. 

During the investigation by the police De- 
tectives Charles Amstein and Michael Lavin 
of the Fiftieth street station had found a 
crowbar, hammer, and hatchet, which were 
believed to be stained with blood. They also 
had discovered a heavy ulster covered with 
short hairs, but it was thought that the hair 
had been shed by the dogs which had slept 
on it. The crowbar, hammer, and hatchet 
were taken to the police station, while the 
overcoat was tossed outside in the back yard. 

The search that proved successful was 
begun in the front part of the basement, to 


which little attention had been paid. The. 


floor was covered with pieces of boards and 
boxes, the latter being piled to a height of five 
feet. The boxes were covered with dust and.

THREATEN RAILWAY 


EMPLOYES INSIST ON DEMANDS 


Company Is Charged with a Number 
of Shortcomings and Is Given 
Until Today to Rectify the Al- 
leged Grievances — Decision Is 


Reached at an Exciting Meeting, at ; 


Which an International Officer 
Pleaded for Conservative Action. — 


The Chicago City railway company is 
threatened with a strike within a week un- 
less it yields to the demands of its barn and 
shop men for an increase in wages and rights 
several alleged grievances of men in its 
other departments, Declarations to that ef- 
fect was made last night at the regular meet- 
ing of the union, 


_ Leaders of the union assert that employés | 


who have been with the company for seven- 
teen years have been dropped for nominal 


. causes, and that since the organization of 


the union hundreds of ‘ strike breakers ”’ 
from St. Louis and Buffalo have been put to 
work. The refusal of the company to grant 
the barn and shop men an increase in wages 
brought-on the resolve to strike. 


Decision Is Unanimous. 

There was not a member of the union last 
night but advocated calling out the men if 
the company did not yield. To force an issue 
the men incorporated all their grievances— 
the demand of the barn and shop men for 
better pay, and a request that all men em- 
ployed be forced to join the union—in a set 
of resolutions which ended in a strike threat. 
These were passed without a dissenting vote. 

Official of the international union tried to 
prevent this action. Telegrams were sent to 
St. Louis to C. O. Pratt, international or- 
ganizer; to Detroit to Rezin Orr, internation- 
al secretary; and to Seattle, Wash., to W. D. 
Mahon, international president, asking them 
to hurry to Chicago. Pratt arrived last night 
and hurried to the meeting. The others will 
be here within a few days. 

Pratt pleaded fordelay. He argued against 


a strike and asked that the company be given 


one more chance to remedy the alleged evils. 
In this stand he was supported by H. M. 
Deiderich of the Chicago Federation of La- 
bor, and their speeches carried'the day. 

The demands will be submitted to General 
Manager McCulloch, and on his action de- 
pends the strike. 

Charges Against Company.’ 

The resolutions, after reciting that the 
railway company signed an agreement that 
it would make no opposition to the unions 
and would not discriminate against the mem- 
bers, make these charges: 

It has adopted hostile tactics towards the union 
to the extent that it has employed detectives to 
shadow the officers. 

It has practiced intimidation and coercion on 
the members. 

-It has instructed the men it has hired not to 
join the organization. 

It has discharged from its service on'small! pre- 
texts and refused to rejnstate members of the 
union who have been In its employ for seventeen 
years, and who during that time never had a com- 
plaint against them. 

It has denied its barn and shop men a mt re- 
quest for an increase in wages. 

It will not hire a citizen of Chicago nor any per- 
son whose sympathies are with unionism, but 
employs men from other cities.

fellow trades union for fourteen months and which 
is contrary to the fundamental principles of free-

Make Formal Demands. 

The resolutions then made formal demands 
that the grievances here enumerated be 
rectified at once, and closes with this threat: 

“That the executive bodrd of this division 
be instructed to present this matter to the 
management of the company not later than 
Monday, Aug. 11, and in event of the man- 
agement refusing to accede to such demands 
we shall take such drastic action as the oc- 
easion calls for.’’ 


WALLS OF BUILDING FALL; 
FAMILY OF FIVE INJURED. 


Foundation of Frame House Collapses 
and Occupants of the Structure Are 
Caught in Ruins—Wounds Slight. 


The brick foundations of a one story and 
basement frame house on the northwest cor- 
ner of Thirty-fourth street and Ashland ave- 
nue collapsed last night at 9 o’clock, and five 
persons were slightly injured in the ruins of 
the building. 

The house was occupied by Dennis Starr 
and his family, consisting of himself, his 
wife, his daughters, Minnie and Jennie, his 
son James, and a 7 months old child. All 
but Mr. and Mrs. Starr had retired when the 
erash came, and their first thought was that 
an earthquake had visited Chicago. 

The building dropped nearly six feet and 
was practically demolished. Mr. Starr and 
his wife cut’ their hands severely forcing 
their way through windows in an effort to 
escape, and the children all received bruises.

SCIENTISTS SEE OLD SKULL. 


Agree That the One Found Recently in 
Kansas Lay Many Thousands of 
Years in the Earth. 


Kansas City, Mo., Aug. 9.—Profs. N. Win- 
chell of Minneapolis, Warren Upham of 
St. Paul, Erasmus Haworth, geologist of 
the University of Kansas; 8S, W. Willis, pale- 
ontologist of the University of Chicago; 
Sidney J. Hare and A. C. Long, curator of 
the Kansas City Museum, today visited the 
place of the recent discovery of a humian 
skull near Lansing, Kas., inspected the, 
skull and its geological surroundings, and 
are unanimous in pronouncing it of the 
Iowan stage of the glacial period, intergla- 
cial, or earlier. The discovery is, there- 
fore, of great importance. The ‘ Lansing 
skull,’’ as it is called, now ranks as the most 
ancient ever found on the American conti-

AMERICAN CASH 
RULES WORLD. 


London Takes Second Place 
as Financial Center, Ac- 
cording to Volume 
of Clearings. 


OFFICIAL FIGURES SHOWN 


Comparisons Gained Through 
New York Banks Represent- 
ing Wealth of United 
States. 


» The banks of New York City, representing 
the great wealth of the United States, lead 
the world in volume of clearings. London, 
which city has been popularly supposed to 
be the financial center in all things, is far 
behind New York City. The daily average 
clearings of New York for the first three 
months of the current year were 45 per cent 
greater than those of London. The figures 
for New York average daily $230\978,755, 
against $159,788,893 for London. 

Such a difference in favor of the metropolis 
of this country would hardly have been sus- 
pected, but official statistics are at hand 
which show the operations of the banks of 
both cities. The statistics for the London 
banks are not immediately at hand for a 
period later than March. A summary, 
therefore, is shown of the first three months 
of 1902. It follows:

Clearings Show Steady Growth. 


The, wonderful growth of New York clear- 
ings began in 1897 after the first election of 
McKinley. Since that date they have steadily 
increased, showing a gain in the first three 
months of 1902, compared with February, 
March, and April, 1897, of 166 per cent. While 
New York was thus advancing, London 
clearings gained but 39 per cent. 

The figures for January, 1897, for London, 
are not available, and for that reason com- 
parison is made with the three months men- 
tioned instead of the first quarter. But the 
comparison i8 equally fair for New York and 
London, and shows as follows»

Greatest Wew York Record. 

- The greatest record of monthly clearings 
made by London in the five years under re- 
view was in January, 1902, when the total 
was $4,393,012,041. For the same month the 
clearings of New York Were $6,929,468,711. 
The high water monthly mark for New York 
was made in May, 1901, when the total 
reached the sum of $9,325,432,425. This was 
almost the banner month on the New York 
Stock exchange and included May 9, the day 
of the stoak panic, when sales of stocks were 
over 3,000,000 shares. 

London has had its Boer war and the con- 
sequent depression in mining stocks which, 
before the south African. trouble, were 
actively traded in on the London exchange. 
The war doubtless had its influence on the 
In the meantime the 
United States had a war, but not of such a 
wearing and expensive character. However, 
a growth is a growth, and New York shows 
large increases, while the gains of London 
have been most moderate, as the percentage 
figures indicate. 

For the eleven months of 1897 London 
clearings were in round figures $33,500,- 
000,000, as against $30,800,000,000 for New 
York. The excess over New York was nearly 
9 per cent. In 1901 these figures were re- 
versed to the extent of London’s total being 
$46,500,000,000 and New § York’s $79,500,- 
000,000. From being 9 per cent ahead, Lon- 
"don fell 70 per cent behind, or $32,800,000,000. 


Growth of Two Centers. 


Without presenting the monthly state-

ASIATACS “FOUND TO HAVE SET~ 


| OF ALL BRITAIN 


TLED ON WAKE ISLAND. 


United States Will Take Action to Pro- 
tect Small Colonies — Warship Is 
Sent to Patrol the Pacific Ocean and 
See That the Interlopers Are Kept 
Out — Explanation Will Be De- 
manded — Friendly Relations are 
Considered in Danger. 


Washington, D. C., Aug. 9.—[Special. ]}—The 
United States has determined to take action 
to prevent encroachment by Japan upon its 
islands of the Pacific. The policy the admin- 
istration has decided to pursue is based upon 
a@ report received by the war department 
from the master of the transport Buford, who 
reported that when approaching Wake 
island, midway between Hawaii and Guam, 
June 23, he found it inhabited by a party of 
eight Japanese. 
cidedly surprising in view of the fact that the 
island is an American possession. 

The Japanese explained they had been lett 
on the island by a Yokohama schooner, and 
that they were engaged in fishing. Thenavy 
officials suggested that this statement was 
intended to deceive, and that the men were 
really pearl hiinters. The attention of Acting 
Secretary of the Navy Darling was directed 
to the communication of the master of the 
Buford. 


Midway Islands Are Pre-empted. 

In 18990, when the Nero was making a sur- 
vey of the Pacifie for a transpacific cable, it 
discovered the Midway islands inhabited by 
a party of Japanese. These islands never 
have belonged to any other country than the 
United States. 

Acting Secretary Darling deemed the mat- 
ter of importance and at once brought it to 
the attention of the state department, with 
the suggestion that representations be made 
to Japan with a view to obtaining some ex- 
planation of her procedure. Mr. Darling will 
issue on Monday instruction to the Adams 
to visit Wake and other islands of the Pa- 
cific which are claimed by this government 
for the purpose of asserting American sov- 
ereignty and ejecting all persons who are 
illegally there. The Adams will be commis- 
sioned next week under ,the command of 
Commander Charles E. Fox. 


Warship to Visit 

The vessel will proceed first to Hawaii, 
touching at every island, large or small, of 
that group. It also will visit the Midway 
islands. It is not expected it will go to Mar- 
cus Island, as it Nes within the boundaries 
of the Asiatic station, and Rear Admiral 
Rodgers, commander in chief of the Asiatic 
squadron, understands the attitude of the 
United States with respect to the Rosehill 
controversy. 

Officials of the Japanese legation do not 
believe their government has countenanced 
any action on the part of its subjects in- 
fringing American sovereignty in the Pa- 
cific. Japan is anxious to maintain the most 
cordial relations with the United States.

A consummation of national hopes which | 
a few short weeks ago seemed impossible 
has been achieved under auspicious condi- 
tions, and once more fortune smiles upon 
the destinies of Britain. : 

The coronation rejoicings have been on a - 
different scale from what was anticipated 
six weeks ago, yet from every point of view 
today’s celebration has been worthy of the 
greatest empire in the world’s history. 


Show of England’s Loyalty. 

Half a millton.people probably participated 
in London’s tribute to the sovereign, but 
their loyalty and enthusiasm typified the 
deepest feelings of the great mass of King 
Edward's subjects. 

As for the majestic sorenicnial at West- 
minster abbey, its slight curtailment served 
but to add to its impressive character. Noth- 
ing was lacking from the original design 
save the presence of a few special envoys 
from abroad, and none who witnessed the 
matchless scene in this historic theater of 
kingly dramas could wish for anything more 
imposing, more memorable, more worthy ot 
the great traditions of the British empire. 

If no word had been spoken, if no act had 
been done, if that magnificent tableau could 
simply live as a single record of British his- 
tory, Britain might rest proud and content 
of her’ place among the nations. 


Gathering of the Crowds. 


The favorite rendezvous of the public and 
the point where probably the greatest aggre- 
gation of Londoners awaited the procession 
was Oharing Cross. Until 10 o’clock there 
was good walking space in that locality. 
After that time the crowds rapidly increaeed 
in numbers. They displayed the usual good 
humored patience on occasions of this. kind. 

After 10 o'clock ‘the police established a 

cordon about all appraaches to this portion 

of the route, while the lines toward White- 

hall had long before been shut off. From 6 

o’clock as the morning wore on trains of the 

underground railroad discharged their full 

complement of passengers continuously at: 
Charing Cress, Westminster bridge, and St. 

James’ park stations. Had those who crowd- 

ed into these trains merely to travel one or 

two stations only known it they could have , 
proceeded afoot far easier. 


Crowds in Place Early. 


Until 9 o’clock there was no difficulty in 
moving about the entire route of the proces- 
sion from Buckingham palace to “West- 
minster abbey. By this hour those intending 
to see the procession were standing on the 
sidewalks, practically in the identical places 
in which each would have to remain all day. 
These spectators were numerous, but they 
did not give the impression of a great multi- 
tude, as the greatest precaution had been 
taken to admit no more people to points along 
the route than there was room for. More- 
over, the standing crowd were rendered in- 
conspicuous by lines of troops here and 


.there. four, five, or six men deep, standing 


elbow ‘to elbow, which fronted them and the 
towering stands and crowded balconies along 
the houses behind them. 

It was where the stands and house fronts 
were draped, as it were, with humanity that 
the most interesting spectacle was afforded 
to those privileged to walk along the center 


of the route during the early hours of waiting. 


The decorations merely were sufficient to 
add to the gala aspect of the streets. They 
practically consisted of nothing more than 
numerous strings of little pennants and gayly 
colored bunting strung from pole to pole 
along the route from the horse guards to the 
abbey. Along this line and down the Mall 
the route was guarded by the troops, which 
most interested the lookers on. 


Veteran Troops on Geant 

Along the Mall were mounted colonial 
troops of every branch of the service, who 
Up Whitehall 
and Parliament street stood company upon. 
company of those colored troops from every 
clime which always are such a striking 
feature of these British pageants. Black, 
brown, yellow, of every shade, they stood, 
living symbols of the countries and peoples 
over which reigns the man who was crowned 
today. 

But interesting as these and other features 
on the route were, the chief sight before the 
royal procession arrived was Parliament 
square and the roadways immediately 
around the abbey. Here no pedestrians 
were allowed save those arriving to fill the 
huge stands which covered the square and 
the turf all along the abbey front. 

Before 10 o'clock all these had been filled 
and the scene was more picturesque by far 
than could have been expected when one 
thought of what the same place looked like 
on previous dates. The twin towers of the 


/ abbey rose grandly into the dull gray sky, 


and, with the stately pile of the house of lords 
and the whole block of parliament baildings, 
made an impressive background to the pic- 
ture. Thousands upon thousands of people 
covered the enormous stands, and picked 
troops, chiefly household cavalry, guarded 
the route. 

Even the roadway itself added something 
of brightness and color to the picture, with 
its smooth covering, fine, bright orange tint- 
ed sand, which, constantly replenished, re- 
mained as level as a carpet until the moment 
the royal procession passed over. 


Stands Draped with People. 
The great stands were literally covered, 
Scarcely an empty seat was to be seen.

St. Paul. Prince Chen is the first member of 
the royal family to visit this country, and 
the Chinese in America, especially those in 
this city, were much excited over his pres- 
ence here. The young prince’s visit is in- 
tended as a mark of Chinese esteem for this 
country, and was made by special order of 
the Chinese emperor and the empress dow- 
ager.

FIND PAVING P00 COSTLY. 


CISE IMPROVEMENT BOARD. 


‘Think Its Attitude Complaisant To- 
‘ward Alleged Combination of Con- 
tractors—Work at a Standstill, Mr. 
Alling Says—Answer to Taxpayers’ | 
Suit Over Justine Street Matter— 
Denies Knowledge of Any Under- 
standing Among Bidders. 


The-high prices quoted by paving’ and 
sewer contractors and the attitude of the 
board of local improvements to the alleged 
combination are exciting much comment 
among aldgrmen and members of the Tax- 
payers’ -association. 

It'ts freely alleged that a combination of: 
contractors has been formed to raise prices 
to the highest point, and that the board is at 
least complaisant. Aldermen complain that 
they cannot get any paving done, and that

Attorneys for the Taxpayers’ association, 


case in the courts, declare that a trust in 
paving materials is stifling competition. 


Slow to Accept Lowest Bid. 

In the case of sixteen contracts for sewer 
work ‘the lowest price’ given by the alleged: 
combine was $50,124, while the bid of Con- 
tractor Walter Fleming was $45,572, being 
lower on each contract. The board hesi- 
tated about giving the contracts to Flem- 
ing, and has not decided yet what course to 
pursue. 

“The board of local improvements is prac- 
ticaiiy at a standstill;’’ said Ald. Alling. 
“ The reason given for this is that the price 
of materials and labor is unusually high. 
Contractors who already have contracts are 
not doing the work, though I believe that, if 
to carry out their contracts would cause 
them loss, they should do 

The board of local improvements filed its 
answer in the Circuit court during the day 
to the bill- for an injunction. filed recently 
by George A. Schilling and others in the 
Justine street paving matter. It is declared 
by the defendants that blast furnace slag is 
the best material for use in the foundation 
for macadam street pavements, where the 
expense of a.cement concrete is out of pro- 
portion with the value of the lots. It is also 
alleged by the defendants that none of them 
knew either before or since the institution 
of the assessment proceedings in question 
of the existence of any trusts in slag, lime- 
stone, and granite. | 


Trip for All the Aldermen.. 


A junket to Boston and New York by all 
the aldermen is advocated by Ald. Alling, 
who proposes to introduce a resolution to 
that effect at the first fall meeting of the 
council. 

So firmly is he convinced that his col- 
leagues for the most part are unable ftom 
lack of opportunity to vote-intelligently on 
subway and street railway questions that he 
says a trip to the eastern cities is indis- 
pensable. Three years ago Mr. Alling in- 
spected the transportation facilities of New 
York and Boston, and he announces that 
will make the trip again soon, ‘ to keep up 
to date.’’ 

* Before any action is taken on the subway 
or street railway proposition the aldermen 
should see what they are doing in other 
cities,” he said. ‘‘If there is opposition it 
is due to iggorance of the conditions, and 
the best way to’ remove that would be by 
letting the aldermen see for themselves.

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FACED ICH FAMINE. 


STRIKERS PREVENT SHIPMENTS 
FROM WISCONSIN. 


Employes of Knickerbocker and Jef- 
ferson Companies Stop Work at the 
Big Houses at Twin Lakes Becaus 
Their Demand for More Pay W 
Rejected — Threaten Violence 
Railway Men if They Move Cars 
Loaded by Nonunion Men. 


Chicago is threatened with an ice famine 
through a strike by 250 employés of the 
Knickerbocker and Jefferson companies at 
the big ice houses near Kenosha, Wis. 

Since Thursday not a car of ice has been 
‘moved from the yards at Twin lakes, and the 
atrikers have threatened violence to the 
brakemen of the railway if they attempt to 
move ice loaded by any one but union men. 
As the Knickerbocker company was accus- 
tomed to ship from forty to fifty cars daily 
the seriousness of the situation in Chicago 
may easily. be understood. 


| Ask for Police Protection. 

. The strike has been on since last Wednes- 
day, but it did not assume alarming propor- 
tions until yesterday, when the managers 
for the companies requested police protec- 
tion for their menand property. The trouble 
originated with one of the gangs employed 
by the Knickerbocker company. The men 
had been receiving $2 a day and demanded 

2.50 and double pay for overtime and Sun- 
day. This demand was rejected. . 

The men sent agents to the other 
houses in the vicinity, but their call for a 
general strike was not responded to unani- 
mously. The strikers also sent men to Chi- 
cago to secure the aid of the drivers and 
handlers, and will ask these employés of the 
ice companies to refuse to handle anything 
but ice loaded by union men. 


Nonunion Men at Work. S 


The Jefferson company took the bull by 
the horns yesterday and demanded that the 
strikers be kept away from the houses. Four 
gangs of men who were not members of the 
union were at once set to work and. managed 
to keep the cars moving from Powers lake. 

The men are excited over the strike, and 
the fact that protection has been refused 
the managers of the houses has made the 
strikers bold. In the meantime the.-ice is 
being allowed to melt at Twin lakes, and 
the strikers refuse to allow any one to touch 
a cake of it. 


Harbor Light Discontinued. 


Lake navigators have been notified that opera- 
tions are now beginning upon the removal of the 
pld detached breakwater at Michigan City, Ind., 
harbor. The work will start at the northeast end, 
and for that reason the light formerly maintained 
there will be discontinued. A small lantern will, 
however, be shown at night upon a pile driven 
near the former northeast end of this old work. 
As soon as the breakwater is entirely removed this 
light will be discontinued, and, if possible, trans- 
ferred to the new detached breakwater, a portion 
of which is now in place.

Has No Equal‘as a Racer. 

That Dan Patch could have gone even faster 
at Columbus is admitted by’ those who saw 
the trial, but even should he never again 
equal that performance he would still stand 
at the head of his class, and for these rea- 
sons: 

In the first place, his equal as a race horse 
has never Been seen. Beginning his turf 
career as a four year old and driven at that 
age by a man more than 70 years old, he won 
all of the four races in which he took part, 
acquiring a record of 2:16, and even then 
stamping himself as a pacer of far more 
than ordinary merit. Last year Myron Mc- 
Henry took him in hand. Beginning at

On the contrary, there was fresh material 
victories at Windsor, Cleveland, ‘and Colum- 
bus, a jump.was to be made to Brighton 
Beach, where the stallion would be obliged 
to change from the 2:16 to the 2:08 class on 
account of his new record, and in that race 
he was certain to meet some 2:05 speed. 
Asks for Fast Mile. 

Up to this time McHenry had never asked 
Dan for a real brisk mile in- his: work, :but' 
now it wae necessary to learn definitely what 
he could do with a 2:05 pacer. So one aft- 
ernoon, when the weather and track were 
sultable, Dan jogged out on the Columbus 
and, after a couple of warming up 


well as he wanted to go. The'watch that 
McHenry held registered 2:05, and from the 
way in which the, horse did what was asked 
of him his driver was satisfied that 2:05 
would not stop him. It was a clever esti- 
mate, made by America’s greatest reins- 
man. There was no effort to learn whether 
Dan Patch coulM'come back.a_heat or two 
more in the same notch, as might have been 
the case with a less level headed man in 
the sulky. McHenry had raced Dan three 
times, and in one of the events the stallion 
had been compelled to pace in 2:07% to win. 
In these races McHenry had seen enough 
to convince him that there was no.lack of 
stamina in Dan’s makeup, and he journeyed 
east with the horse, firm in the belief that 
the 2:08 pacérs of the seaboard would not 
be able to take the Indiana horse’s measure. 


Wins Easily at Brighton. 

This was correct judgment. The field at 
Brighton contained a lot of speed, and, as he 
was in a new class and on a foreign field, 
McHenry decided to let the other horses go 
a heat before asking Dan Patch to measure 
strides with them. That heat was won by 


. the little hoppled mare Martha Marshall in 


2:09, and a mixup at the first turn had pre- 
vented George and the other good ones out- 
side of Dan Patch from taking a hand in 
the battle, so that as far as Dan Patch was 
concerned ‘the mile might as well have never 
been pacéd. Then McHenry gave Dan his 
head. He trailed the others to the head of the 
short Brighton homestretch, and then vame 
through them like a storm, winning in 2:04%. 
That heat and the style in which he won 
s it settled Dan Patch’s position among pacers 
in the minds of horsemen: ‘They said he was 
the best, and they have.stuck to that position 
ever since. But at Providenge, two weeks 
later, they were given a chance to see what 
the stallion could do when he was acutally 
sick. 
Captures a Race While Sick. 

The night before the race in the Rhode Island 
town was an anxious one for the Dan Patch 
people. The horse was coughing, his temper- 

ature was far above normal, and it was all 
but decided to draw: him. In the, morning 
he was still far from right. -but McHenry 
noticed that Dan'’seeye was bright, and that 
he seemed to take his usual! interest in mat- 
ters outside of his stall, for the stallion has 
always had a fancy for ‘sticking his shapely 
headout of his stall door and observing what 
goes on in his neighborhood. So it was de- 
creed that he should start. In the first heat 
he moved. with his usual vigor, and the mile 
in 2:04%, the second fastest of his life at 
that time, was done without an effort. — 

Then came :the real test. Dan was plainly 
not at his best when he came out for the 
second heat. He went away with the other 
horses, but after pacing three-quarters of 
the mile seemed to falter. The others went 
after him—all but Maxine, who was the one 
selected to beat the westerner. In the home- 


little town near Kankakee, IIl., 


stretch it looked for a time as though Dan 
was beaten. McHenry lifted.and shook him 
all the way, and finally flicked hig on. the 
neck with the whip. This was all Dan 
needed, and in the last few strides he stepped 
ahead of his nearest competitor,and won. 
The time was only 2:07%, and those who did 
not know Dan said that when Maxine.went 
‘after him in the third mile ‘she would win. 
But she didn’t. It took a mile in’2:06 to beat 
the Philadelphia mare; but Dan handled her 
as if. she had been a 2:20 pacef. 

ts Shadow Chimes. 

With the end of the circuit at Hartford 
week came an opportunity for 
tions as to what horse would 
the big meetings at Lexington 
s. At Terre Haute a Canadan 
Harold H. took a record of 2:04 
in .a winning race, and he was hailed agethe 
one to whom Dan would have to lower his 
colors.. Shadow Chimes, the great green 
pacer in Geers’ stable, was also looked upon 


2:06 and was to meet Dan at Lexington. 
while Harold H. was entered against the Joe 
Patchen horse at Memphis. It took a mile 
in 2:05 to beat Shadow Chimes, but at this 
meeting Harold H. again paced in 2:04 and 
repeated in 2:04%, the performance. being 
in a workout one morning. At Memphis the 
next week he met Dan Patch and took his 
place among the army of pacers whose scalps 
adorned the McHenry horse’s.belt. 

It was as an unbeaten horse after a cam- 
Jahins from July to November at a series 
of meetings where the best harness horses 
in the world appear that Dan Patch went 
into winter quarters at the home of his 
Owner, Dan Messner, at the little town-of 
Oxford, Ind. Messner, a shrewd young. man 
who runs a country store of large dimen- 
sions that was founded by his father years 
ago, had bred Dan Patch, and he loved him. 
Buying a mare of fairly good blood lines 
‘at an auction sale a few years previous, he 

sent her a few miles across the country 
| where 
Joe Patchen, a horse that Messner admired, 
was in the stud, and bred her. Dan Patch 
was the resultant foal. He was a natural 
pacer from the day he was broken to har- 
ness, and Messner treated him like one :of 
the family. After Dan had won all his races 
as. a.4 year. old: and.obtained .a.mark .of 
2:16 Messner was not at all surprised. He 
merely felt that his judgment in relation 
to the stallion had been indorsed by Dan 


-himself and that it was time he should go 


out after greater honors. 
Messner Engages Driver McHenry. 


Messner was not a turf follower, although 
he liked all sorts of horses, preferring the 
fast ones, however. But*he read the news- 
papers, and knew that Myron McHenry was 
the star driver of America. He had never 
seen McHenry, but felt sure that the great- 
est driver was the proper man to handle the 
greatest horse. That was the way it looke« 
to Messner. So he wrote to McHenry, who 
was living in Chicago that winter,.and Mc- 
Henry mentioned to me one-day that he had 
received such a letter, and had answered it, 


giving the terms on which he would train . 


the horse. These terms were accepted, and 
a year ago last spring Dan Patch and Mc- 
Henry joined fortunes, with the result al 
ready related. 

After Dan Patch had Mensner that 
he was above the ordinary, the Indiana man 
decided to breed the colt’s dam to Joe 
Patchen again. But this was not possible, as 


Joe had changed owners and was being raced, 


so Messner sent the mare to Allerton, and in 
due time she foaled a fine filly. After-Dan. 
came home in triumph last fall, all the pop- 
ulation of Oxford and an imported brass 
band turning out to meet him, Messner was 
giad that he had not accepted any of the 
numerous offers to buy the horse, one of them 
close to the $20,000 mark. But in the winter 
he received a shock. The Allerton filly took 
sick and died. Then Messner bégan to think 
of the chance that Dan Patch might die. So 
he wrote to McHenry, saying that he had 
decided to sell Dan, and that $20,000, no less, 
would gét him; that nothing went with the 
horse but his blankets, halter, and stud 
bridle. 
Horse Is Sold to Sturges. 


MeHenry acted at once. Among -his 
friends the driver includes M. E. Sturges. a 
pleasant faced man who has attended the big 
trotting meetings for years and occasionally 
owned a horse of medium capacity. Sturges 
likes harness racing for the pleasure it gives 
him, and is willing to pay well for that pleas- : 
ure. To him McHenry told itthat Dan Patch 
was for sale. That he was the best pacer.in 
the world was the driver’s firm belief, and 
he told Sturges why he thought so. .To the 
average man, even though he be an enthusi- 
ast on horses, $20,000 would seem a long 
price for a 2:04% pacer, but Sturges knew 
that Dan Patch had beaten every horse that 
ever raced with him. He estimated the horse 
just as McHenry did, and in a few days Mc- 
lienry was on his way west with adraft that 
paid for Dan Patch. 

This season his training was begun.at the 
Empire City track. Thefirst thing McHenry 
did was to treat Dan Patch’s feet so that he 
would have a much higher heel than he had 
been carrying. It was a radical move, and 
at first the horse acted lame. and the wise 
people who saw him in slow work said that 
he was a pretty cheap $20,000 pacer. "But Mc- 
Henry knew exactly what he was doing. The 
only fault that could possibly be found with: 
Dan Patch last year was that his hind ac- 
tion was a trifie on the sprawling order. Mc- 
Henry’s idea was to remedy this, and he suc- 
ceeded so well that this season Dan Patch 
goes much more “‘chipper gaited’’ behind 
than he did in 1901, and that his speed has 
been increased proportionately is. now be- 
yond question. 


_ Record Has Never Been Approached. 


The horse stands far above any other 


pacer, living or dead, as a racehorse; hisrec- | 


ord of about twenty races won and only one 
heat lost has never been approached, and in. 
point of speed capacity his 2:00% is excelled 
only by Star Pointer and John R. Gentry, 
neither of whom compares. with him as an 
individual, while as racehorses they were 
certainly not above the average... Dan Patch 
is better bred than either of them. In a 
word, the Indiana horse is by far the greatest 
pacer the world has ever seen as he now 
stands, and should he. beat two minutes 
this season, as McHenry expects him to do, 


he will not enhance his reputa- 
‘tion among horsemen, who universally ac- 
claim him as.the champion of al! champions 
in the pacing field. 


the pacer Biderone and his driver, Stuart, 
was not an overwhelming surprise to those 
who were well acduainted with the horse. 
The action at Columbus and the troubles 
that must follow it may be set down as the 
result of too much talk by people close to the 
stable. | 
Elderone Not of Particular Value. 


With, his present record of 2:05%, made in 
the race that ended in his suspension,-Elder- 
one is not a particularly valuable racing 
tool, but incidentally the race calls attention 
to the great merits of the Indiana’ pacer, 
Greenline. It was this horse that forced 
Eldjerone to his fast mark, and-later in the 
race made him come back another heat in 
2:06%. Greenline also won the race, although 
4n none of his winning heats was he forced 
to pace close to his previous mark of 2:07%, 
and the work he did at Columbus makes him 
a 2:05 pacer in the eyes of horsemen. Just 
how fast Greenline will eventually go it is idle 
to predict, but on what he has accomplished, 
and also from the’ way in which he has done 
his racing, Greenline is certainly the best 
slow class pacer of the year, with the possible 
exception of Direct. Hal, and that the latter 
horse can beat him is by no means clear, al- 
though, like Greenline, he has an unbeaten 
record thus far in the way of races won. 

A race between the two would of course set- 
tle this point, and it is possible they may 
come together before the season ends, but 
‘were they to be matched right now it‘is.a 
certainty that Geers” famous horse, while 
-he might be a favorite on account ofthe 
‘great ‘volume of public money that always 
“goes with the Geers mounts, would not be 
backed any more by horsemen than would 
Greenline. 

--The Indiana pacer certainly looks like a 
‘wondery and there is one point in the game 
where he has up to date beaten Direct Hal. 
This is in respect of steadiness. Geers’ stall- 
ion made a break just as the word was given 
in the second heat of his race at Detroit, and 
repeated the performance at Cleveland. win- 
ning both:the races, but giving the critics 
the impression that he could be beaten 
the right day came.

- Direct. Hal Has. Better Speed.

Saunders’ father, William H.. was an old

Settling in Illinois, George Saun- 
ders. brought out a colt called William H., 

a 4 year old gelding, that eventually took a 
race-record of 2:18%, and was.sold-to W. J.

That the two great English 
speaking nations.of the world, each of which 
spends millions of dollars annually for the- 


atrical entertainment, should have less op- 


portunity to hear the plays of Shakspeare 
than does Germany, for example, is a sad 
comment on the manner in which the stage 
is managed in both England and,America, 
and upon the public taste that makes such 
management permissible. 

The German Shakspeare society in its lat- 
est year book reports that during the year 
1901 there were given in Germany 879 per- 
formances of Shakspeare’s works. Othel- 
received 134 representations, Merchant 
of Venice” 115, “Romeo and Juliet” &, 
“ Midsummer Night's Dream’’ 79, and 
“ Hamiet "’ 73—these familiar works being 
the leaders in the list. It is barely possibile 
that the complete record of the year’s hap- 
pefiings in the United States would show that 
a Shakespearean play had been the bill at 879 
performances during 1901, but certain it is 
that but an exceedingly smal! percentage of 
these performances would be found to have 
taken place in the larger cities of the coun- 


The claim made that the public’ will not 
patronize plays of a tragic or serious char-' 
er ie largely twaddie—the public wil!

Experiences Hinong Earthquakes. 


We sre In dally presence Rete—though the stock exchange does not 
meditate upon it—of viewless powers which are at once the most real and 
the most mysterious factors of our human being. 

‘Then, as to violent motion: Not only do we whirl with the earth once 


,a day around her axis, some 20,000 miles, but in the course of a yeee 


everybody travels, without tickets, Inggage, or observation, some 600, 
000 miles around the sun; or, say, 1,750,000 miles every day. It ought aint 
therefore, to be startling when the little planet itself undergoes a thrill, a 
spasm, a sudden ebuilition of these molten materials which lie beneath the 
half congested crust which we call “strata,” and which make her skin. 
Such reflections, however, do not reassure the person who goes through 
his. first good earthquake. He has been talking all his Nfe about terra 
firma, and believing that if anything was certain it was the substantiality 
of the soil beneath his feet. Suddenly, often in the dead of night, some- 
times at broad noon, upon the open street, or on the matting of a Tokio 
tearoom, this faith turns out an illusion. A distant sound like, yet unlike, 
thé roar of waves, the tramp of cavalry, the passage of a tempest through 
terest boughs, or the rumble of artillery wagons makes his body vibrate 
before becoming clearly audible. 
_ Then, but for this sound, tex: you would say 
‘the frightened world held her breath. Soon the noise deepens, and movable 
things rock, sway, stagger.

It I the of friend, and know that the.specter‘is simply 
a reproduction passed on forwards from my brain cells to the background of 
my eye, I suffer from an “ illusion” of sight. But if I regard the appear 
ance as a real thing and as a ghostly visitation originating outside my own 
“personality altogether, I suffer from a “hallucination.”

Of this fact I tan give one familiar ex- 
ample, There is a well known experience which to most of us on 
occasion, wherein, coming to a place, a room, a church, or, indeed, seeing 
any scene to which we are absolute strangers, we are impressed with a 
strange sense of familiarity with what we behold, The feeling may be so 
strong us to give a kind of eerie sensation. The poets have noted the occur- 
rence of this familiar feeling. Dickens speaks of it in “ David Copperfield.”

WN the Panhandle of Texas is 
located the largest ranch in 
the west and also in the world. 
It is known as the “ X. I. T.,” 
the Capitol Syndicate,"’ or 
“Farwell ’’ ranch, and con- 
tains over 3,000,000 acres of 
land. It is owned principally 
by x-Senator Charlies B. Farwej! and his 
erother John of Chivago, and was acquired 
Mem about sixtcen years ago. At that 
Mme the people of Texas needed and desired 
Peapito! bufiding, but no funds were obtain- 
able with which to erect one. There were, 
ever, immense tracts of unoccupied land 
Mithe state and the legislature offered this 
™e to anybody who would construct the 
Meeeesary building. Mr. Farwell organized 
Syndicate in Chicago and accepted ,the 
Now their fine granite capitol is 

the pride of Texas citizens, and thousands 
of thoroughbred Hereford, Aberdeen, Angus, 


and shorthorn cattle roam over what was 
formerly waste ,land. 


Larger Than Some States. 


The ranch lies in the staked plains. It 
has an altitude at its northern extremity 
of 4,700 feet and at the southern end of 
2,300. Its greatest length is 200 miles. Its 
average width is about twenty-five miles, 
It is situated in the extreme northwestern 
corner of Texa™ and all ora portion 
of nine different counties. The state of 
Connecticut could not contain it, and it 
would cover the states of Rhode Island and 
Delaware combined and then lap over on 
adjoining states. Fifteeri hundred miles of 
wire fence inclose the 5,000 square miles 
within its boundaries and separate the dif- 
ferent divisions of the tract. The services 
of a head foreman, sever assistant foremen, 
and about one hundred and twenty-five 


cowboys are requisite for the work upon it, 
There are 300 wells upon the land, and 


these, in addition to prairie lakes, dry in 


rainlegs seasons, running streams, and res- 


-ervoirs built to conserve the surface water, 


afford drinking water for the stock. The 
wells are from 100 to 400 feet in depth. They 
are unaffected by drought and have a con- 
Stant flow of good pure water. Each weil, 
when supplied with a windmill and reserve 
tank, will furnish water for 500 to 1,000 
head of stock. In the summer time, when 
there is not sufficient wind sometimes to 
run the windmills, a gasoline engine is used 
to run them.

Fences as Telephone Wires. . 
There are only two towns upon the ranch— 
Channing and Texline. The main headquar- 
ters are at Channing. There a daily record 
of the rainfall, temperature, and snowfall is 


Kept, _* telephone sytem connects the head- 


quarters with every division, and a stam- 
pede or anything that occurs out of the or- 
dinary routine is known at heatiquarters as 
foon as it happens. The top wire of the 
fences is a telephone wire, insulated at the 
posts. When a gate is made in g fence two 
upright poles are placed on either side of it 
above the height of a load of hay or any 
tall object that might pass through it and the 
wire is stretched over these poles and down 
on the other side of the fence again. This 


system of telephoning is used on many iso- 


lated ranches in the west, connecting them 


with other ranches and the nearest towns, 


To keep his telephone in working order a man 
must keep his fences in repair. 

The soil is a black, fertile loam and ts coy- 
ered with buffalo, mesquite, 
grases, which’ cure upon their stems in the 
dry seasons and furnish pasturage both 
summer and winter. Cattle from the ranch

Small Ranches More Profitable. 

The day of the large ranchmen is passing 
away. It is found to be more profitable to 
do business on a smaller scale, in proportion 
to the outlay involved. Since the opening of 
Oklahoma, the country is being more thickly 
settled; lands have risen in value, and many 


of the large ranches are being cut up into 
smaller ones. The next in size to the X. I. T. 
are two ranches of a million acres each. 
Though the Farwell ranch has been utilized 
Heretofore as one vast body cf land, a por- 
tion of it is to be divided and sold. The head 
foreman has charge of the entire tract, but 
there are many divisions of thousands of 
acres each in charge.of assistant foremen 
or employés.
